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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed claim amendments materially alter 
the scope of the claimed invention in that the claim not outlines that the interactive collaborative review occurs prior to the formal review by 
requiring that comments be collected and distributed, said comments which are previously distributed then considered for formal review, 
whereas the prior claims could be interpreted such that the interactive collaborative review was a same-time occurrence of the formal 
review. Accordingly, further search and consideration would be required. Additionally, the Examiner notes that claims are supposed to be 
read in light of the specification, however, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims.
